China is calculated. And for more 
complcat information, I have added an 
Appendix, containing copies of ſuch of 
the Orders and Regulations of the Com- 
pany, and the Acts of Parliament, as are 
atvally given to the Commanders and 
Officers; to which I have ſubjoined a 
Lift of the Duties payable to the King 
on all Goods imported from India and 
China, and the Drawbacks allowed on 
Exportation. The whole has been col- 
lected with the utmoſt care and atten- 
tion, and there remains little doubt in 
my mind as to its correctneſs ; but as 
a compilation of this kind, formed from 
voluminous materials, requires more time 
than thoſe who are materi of the vart- 
ous ſubjects it comprehends have lei— 
jure to beſtow, in order to render it ſo 
completcly and indiſputably perfect, as 
to be ſtamped with official authority, it

By the aft of parliament, paſſed in the tenth year 
of the reign of King George the Third, for better 
regulating perſons employed in the ſervice of the 
Laſt India Company, and for other . 
tlierein- mentioned, it is emcted as follows 


THAT from and after the paſting of the ſaid 
ac, all and every perſon or perſons, adventurer or 
2dventurers, proſecuting or concerned in illicit 
trace, traffic and dealings, contrary to an act patled 
in the {eventh year of his late Majeſty King George 
the Firſt, intituled, ** An act for the further pre- 
« venting his Majeſty s ſubje&s from tracing to the 
« Faſt. Indies, under foreign commitiions, and for 
encouraging and further ſecuring the lawful trade 
„ thereto; and for further re: Zulating the pilots of 
„Dover, Deal, and the Ile of Thanect,“' thall, over 
and beſides the duties and cuſtoms by law payable 
to his Majeſty, forfeit and pay to the taid Company 
the ſum of one hundtied pounds per cent. according 
to the value. in England, of the goods, merchandizes 
and effects ſo illicitiy traded, trafficked or dealt in,

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Extract of an Act of Parliament paſſed in the 
Seventeenth Year of the Reign of George 
the Third, to prevent the clandeſtine un— 
ſhipping from and receiving Goods at Sca 
on board veſſels employed in the Eaſt- India 
Company's Service. 


WHEREAS the laws herctofore made to 
prevent the clandeſtine running of goods fron 
on board thips employed in the ſervice of the Eaſt- 
India Company on their homeward voyages, and 
the receiving of goods on board ſuch ſhips at ſea on 
their outward voyages from this kingdom, are in- 
ſufſicient to anſwer thoſe purpoſes, it having been 
found by experience that very large quantities of 
muſlins, teas, and other goods, are unſhipped from 
on board ſuch ſhips into veſſels that meet them at 
fea on their voyages homewards, which goods are 


afterwards run on ſhore on the coaſts of this king- 


dom without payment of duties; and alſo that large 
quantities of wine, brandy, and other goods, are 
clandeſtinely laden and put on beard ſhips employed 
in the ſaid Company's fervice on the cir outward- 
bound voyages at ſea, from veſſels that wait hovering 
for them upon the coaſt of this kingdom, laden 
with ſuch goods from foreign parts; to the great 
loſs of the publick revenue, "the detriment of the

by action, bill, plaint, or information, in the name

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Extract of an Act of the Parliament of Ireland, 


paſſed in the Twenty-fifth Year of the Reign 


of his Majeſty George the Third. 


AND WHEREAS it has been for ſome years 
paſt the practice of homeward-bound Eaſt-India and 
China ſhips to remain for ſome time in the ports of 
this kingdom on their paſſage home, and the officers 
and failors on board ſuch ihips, do, contrary to the 
laws now in being, by the aſſiſtance and aid of man 
people going to and coming from the faid ſhips, run 
very conſiderable quantities of muſhns, callicoes, teas, 
china-ware, and other goods on ſhore, to the great 
prejudice of his Majeſty's revenue: tor remed 
thereof, be it enacted, by the authority aforeſaid, 
That from and after the firſt day of Auguſt, one 
thouſand feven hundred and erghty five, it ſhall not 
be lawful for any perſon or perſons whatſoever, to 
enter on board any Eaſt-India or. China thip, except 
the King's officers, whole duty ohliges them to go on 
board ſuch ſhip, or ſuch other perſon or perſons as 
ſhail receive a permit or licence from the Collector, 
or other ſuperior officer, of the port or place where 
ſuch ſhip ſhall lie, or be, under the penalty of five

And be it further enacted, by the authority afore- 
ſaid, That every boat or veſſel carrying perſons to 
ſuch ſhip or ſhips ſhall be licenſed as aforeſaid, and 
that every boat or veſſel carrying perſons to ſuch {hip 
or ſhips without ſuch licence ſhall be forfeited ; and 
that it ſhall and may be lawful to and for any reve- 
nue officer or officers ſtationcd on board ſuch thip or 
ſhips, and they are hereby reſpectively required to 
prevent any perſon or perſons from going fon board 
the ſame, unleſs he, ſhe, or they produce ſuch li-

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Regulations eſtabliſhed for the Admiſſion of 
Peniioners upon the Poplar Fund. 


Ordered, 12th April, 1785, 


1. THAT any Commander, officer, ſeaman, or 
other perſon, who has ſerved the Company on board 
their treighted ſhips, or on board any ſhips or veſſels 
belonging to the Company, employed to or from 
India in the conveyance of diſpatches or otherwiſe, 
and has ſerved therein the full term of eight years, 
and ſhall in every reſpect appear to the Committee 
of Shipping a proper object of the fund, ſhall be en- 
titled to a penſion, provided fuch perſon produces 
an affidavit, 

If a Commander, that he is not poſſeſſed of the ſum 
of two thouſand pounds, or a clear yearly income of 
one hundred pounds. 

If a Chief or Second Mate, that he is not poſſeſſed 
of cight hundred pounds, or a clear yearly income 
of forty pounds. 

If a Third or Fourth Mate, Purſer or Surgeon, 
that he is not poſſeſſed ot five hundred pounds, or 
a clear yearly income of twenty-five pounds. 

2. That any perſon in the Company's ſervice who 
ſhall be maimed or wounded in the defence, or in 
doing the duty of the ſhip, fo as to be thereby ren- 
dered incapable of further ſervice at ſea; may, under 
the approbation of the Committee, be admitted to a 
penſion, even if he has not completed the above term 
of eight years. 

3. That the time of fervice be aſcertained from the 
periods each perſon thall appear to have been borne 
on the different books, in any, and every ſtation 
whatloever, provided he has not deſerted or quitted 
the ſhip without leave; which time, on ſuch ſhip's 
books, ſhall not be brorghit into the account of h1s 
fer\Icc.

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4. That the widow of a Commander, officer, ſea— 
man, or other perſon, who ihall have ſerved the

If the widow of a Chief or Sccond Mate, that ſhe 
is not poſſeſſed of the ſum of four hundred pounds, 
or a e income of twenty pounds. 

The widow of a Third or Fourth Mate, Purſer or 
Surgeon, that ſhe is not poſſeſſed of the ſum of three 
hundred pounds, or a clear yearly income of fifteen 
pounds. 

5. That the widow of a perſon killed in the de- 
fence, or in doing the duty of the ſhip, be admitted 
to have a penſion, without regard to the tinte he may 
have been in the Company's ſervice. 

6. That the children of a perſon dying before 


he ſhall have completed the number of years required, 


to entitle his widow to a penſion, ſhall be allowed a 
ſtipend towards their ſupport, equal to what the wi- 
dow would otherwite have received, ſuch allowance 
to be continued *till the children (being boys) attain 
the age of eleven years; or (being girls) the age of 
twelve years; and to be paid to fuch perſon whom 
the Committee of Shipping may appoint.

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That directions he ſent to the ſeveral preſidencies, 
to cauſe the copper to be weighed immediately on its 
being landed, and that the commander, or ſome per- 
ſon appointed by him on the part of the owners, be 
required to attend the weighing. That whenever it 
ſhall be found impracticable to weigh it immediately, 
it be ſecured under two locks, and that the comman- 
der or perſon appointed by him, have poſſeſſion of the 
key of one of the locks, until the whole of the cop- 
per ſhall be weighed. | 

That if any package ſhall, on weighing it, appear 
deficient, the number of ſuch package, with the groſs 
weight and tare as marked on the outfide, be ſtated 
in the account deficiency tendered to the comman- 
der, for his 11gnature, and that he be allowed to make 
{uch reaſonable objections to the account, as he may 
think proper, and that the import warehouſekeeper 
do certify on the face of the account, whether ſuch 
objections are well founded, or not, and to add ſuch 
remarks thereon, as ſhall enable the Committee of 
Private Trade to determine whether the deficiencies 
ihould in juſtice be charged to the owners or not.
